Shortly thereafter 
he borrowed $200 and started a 
bakery at 520 Twelfth street north- 
west.

Because of the intensive price 
cutting that was then being prac- 
ticed, the Corbys had a diffciult 
time of it trying to make both ends 
meet. Their net profit in the first 
eight years was only $500. Most 
of this went. into new ovens. About 
that time the brothers invented a 
dough-making machine and a loaf- 
making machine.

“Red Snow’ Suspected 
Of Being Arctic Plant | 


(By the Associated Press.) 

“Red snow’ which fell upon 
the twin cities of Minneapolis 
and St. Paul Friday, may have 
been nothing more than a small 
plant which flourishes on the 
moist cold surface and which is 
well known to Arctic explorers, 
according to the American Na- 
ture association, 

Digging into research records 
yesterday, the association dis- 
closed that the plant, known as 
the protococcus nivalis, belongs | 
to the lowest and simplest group | 
of the plant world. It has no 
distinction of leaf and stem, and | 
consists of a single cell less than 
one hundredth of an inch in di- 
ameter. To this single cell is 
added the red coloring matter.

Pending passage of a special ap-| 
propriation for extension of water 
mains from the present terminus on 
Pennsylvania avenue extended 
southeast to the District line, resi- 
dents of Bradbury Heights are com- 
pelled to carry water from down- 
town in automobiles in order to 
have drinking water which they a are | 
satisfied is safe. 

This practice has been followed | 
for many months. Edward P. Ha- 
zleton, president of the East Wash- 
ington Heights Citizens association, 
said yesterday. It was the develop- 
ment of a general test of wells in 
that section by the health depari. 
ment, he said, which resulted in a 
great many of the wells being con- 
demned as “suspicious and unsafe.’”’ 


Wells Pronounced Suspicious. 


Mr. Hazelton explained that there 
were 40 wells tested and all of 
them pronounced “‘suspicious.”’ 
There are about 75 families in the 
community, he said. Of these, fif- 
teen carry their water in automo- 
biles, while at least 25 families are 
still using water which the health | 
department branded ‘‘suspicious.”” | 

In defense of the water, how- 
ever, he said that it was of ‘‘crystal | 
clearness,’’ and that apparently 
nothing was wrong with it. Only 
tests of the health department | 
proved it otherwise. The tests were | 
made after a family had complain- 
ed of the odor of the water. Ser- 
eral members of the family had 
been sick. However, there was no, 
unusual illness. in the community, | 


and no typhoid whatever, he aded. brow 


Explained by Dr. Fowler. 


Dr. W. C. Fowler, health officer, | 
explained last night that a number | 
of wells were condemned in that ' 
section last summer because the! 
water was “contaminated.” He 
said that he did not think the num- 
ber was 40, and that he was sure! 
that some:of the wells were found 
to have good water in them. On 
the contrary, Mr. Hazelton states 
that every well tested has been con- 
demned. 

The appropriation of $42,000 if 
passed at this session of Congress, 
will solve both the present diffi- 
culty and the inconvenience of the 
wells, it is said, provided construc- 
tion on water mains are begun at 
once. It is expected to take about | 
three months for complétion.

BEING CLOSED IN MEXICO 


Sheffield Takes Up Case of 
One Academy Informally 
After Protests. 


Mexico City, Feb. 13 (By Ai Bede 


Under orders of the department of| 


the interior the authorities have 
begun closing various Catholic 
schools and convents in Mexico 
City and the suburbs. A _ recent 
order allowed 24 hours for the 
voluntary closing of these institu- 
tions. 

Among the buildings closed is 
the Academy of the Visitation in 
‘the suburb of Coyacan, conducted 
by Sister Margaret H. Semple, for- 
merly of Alabama. She recently 
called at the American embassy and 
discussed the situation with Ambas- 
sador Sheffield. The Ambassador 
brought the matter up in a personal 
conversation with Foreign Minister 
Saenz and informed the Secretary 
of State at Washington, but he 
made it perfectly clear to the Mexi- 
can foreign minister that he was 
not taking the case up formally. 

No bishops, ministers or represen- 
tative of any Protestant churches 
thus far have been deported. News- 
paper reports persist that foreign 
Protestants can also be deported, 
but this is not believed in well-in- 
formed circles. 

The American Ambassador has 
not made any representations to 
the foreign office regarding the 
general religious situation here.

grain market review. Domestic 
milling demand was also of small 
volume und prices of practically all 
classes of wheat at the close of the 
market on Thursday were 6 to 8 
eents lower than at the close of 
ihe previous week. Feed grains 
“were also lower although demand 
improved, particularly in the cen- 
lral West where feeders were tak- 
ing more grain«direct from shipping 
points. 

There were important new 
developments in the world’s wheat 
Situation. European demand for 
wheat from the southern hemi- 
sphere ha en of smaller volume 
than was expected and prices. at 
both Liverpool and Buenos Aires 
declined materially during the 
week. Shipments trom Black sea 
ports were: larger and Canadian 
shipments, particularly from Van- 
couver, were also of good volume. 
Canadian stocks have been reduced 
to around 120,000,000 bushels. 

Domestic stocks of wheat have 
been. decreasing rapidly in the past 
few weeks and now total about 43,- 
000,000 bushels at the principal 
markets. Receipts, however, have 
continued of larger volume than 
was generally expected by the trade 
considering the short crop, indicat- 
ing that farmers are disposing of 
their stocks rather freely at present 
price levels. 

Spring wheat mills at Minneapo- 
lis were active buyers but premi- 
ums declined slightly even for the 
best grades and buyers were very 
selective in their purchases. ‘No. 1, 
dark Northern, 12 per cent protein 
was quoted at the close of the mar- 
ket Thursday at Minneapolis at 7 
-l'le over the May price; 12% per 
cent protein, 9-12c over, and 13 
per cent protein, 11-l4e over. 
There was a good demand for good 
milling grades of durum wheat 
with amber durum scarce... No. 1 
amber was quoted at Minneapolis 
at $1.43-$1.65. Mixed and other 
Classes of durum wheat were in 
limited demand, depending upon 
quality. 

Premiums for hard winter wheat 
were at the lowest level for the sea- 
son but the milling demand con- 
tinued only moderate, reflecting the 
small demand for flour. Receipts

From the outset the wheat market 
here gave evidence of being unstrung, 
and this became especially apparent 
in the last ur. It was plain that 
speculative buyers had been more 
than filled up as the day approached 
an end, with all deliveries down to 
the low est price level yet for some 
time. Meanwhile large world ship- 
ments and pressure of offerings to 
Europe from Southern Argentina gave 
emphasis to news of declining mar- 
kets abroad. and so likewise did es- 
timates that export sales of North 
American wheat had totaled onty 
500,000 bushels in 48 hours. 

Flattening out of buying power as 
a whole grew more and more obvious 
in the wheat market as liquidating 
sales entarge. However, in some 
quarters a disposition to favor pur- 
chases on further setbacks was 
shown, the chief reason being ¢x- 
treme smallness of contract stocks in 
Chicago, as Well as an assertion that 
mills are taking wheat out of this 
market almost daily. On the other 
hand, domestic primary receipts !m 
general have continued of larger vol- 
ume than was expected, a circum- 
Stance taken as indicating that farm- 
ers at'‘present are disposing of their 
stocks rather freely. 

Corn and oats were easier, reflect- 
ing the action of wheat and as a@ re- 
suit of liberal arrivals of corn.

Premiumis for soft winter wheat 
have also been lowered sharply, 
principally because of the increased 
Offerings of wheat and flour from 
the Pacific Northwest.

THE REVENUE TAX BILL. 

After a stormy voyage in the Senate, 
the 1926 revenue tax bill has passed that 
body with amendments. Senators Smoot, 
McLean and Reed will represent the 
Senate majority in conference. Ordi- 
narily, because of seniority, Senator 
Curtis or Senator Watson would act in 
preference to Senator Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, but the senator from Kansas is ill, 
and the senator from Indiana is too busy 
with railroad legislation. The two Demo- 
cratic members would ordinarily be Sena- 
tors Simmons and Jones, of New Mexico; 
but the latter is ill and Senator Gerry will 
act in his place. 

The House has agreed to a conference, 
and the majority conferees will be Repre- 
sentatives Green, Hawley and Treadway, 
while the minority conferees will be Rep- 
resentatives Garner and Collier. The 
battle over the differences between the 
Senate and House will be fought out be- 
hind closed doors. Under the rules, no 
new subject matter or proposition can be 
embodied in the bill by the cOnférees. 

The main points of disagreement are: 
The surtaxes in the middle brackets, the 
repeal of the estate tax, the repeal of the 
auto truck and passenger auto tax, the 
repeal of the admission tax, and the in- 
crease in the normal corporation income 
tax. 

As the bill passed the Senate it pro- 
vides for a reduction in tax receipts 
amounting to something like $456,000,- 
000, which is more than $100,000,000 in 
excess of the Treasury’s safety point. 
The conference committee is expected to 
reach a compromise within the Treas- 
ury’s safety zone of $350,000,000 re- 
duction. 

Only nine senators finally voted against 
the bill as it passed the Senate. The 
House bill was passed December 18 last, 
only 25 voting against it. 

It is not expected that the battle in 
conference will belong. It is certain that 
the conference report will recommend a 
tax reduction bill relieving at least 2,300,- 
000 taxpayers from any income tax 


whatever, and that surtaxes will be so| 


adjusted. as to bring the most money 
possible into the Treasury and relieve the 
measure of the charge of excessive tax- 
ation which so often defeats the purpose 
of every revenue tax law. 

Both Senate and House bills are dis- 
tinctively nonpartisan measures, the 
leaders in both major parties joining in 
offering a bill acceptable to the most tax- 
payers. The only dangerous rocks en- 
countered were attempts on the part of 
a few to cut receipts below the expenses 
of the government. The conference com- 
mittee will probablv bring out a compro- 
mise bill satisfactory to the Treasury and 
the taxpayers.

This request recalls America’s second 
war with Mexico, in 1914, when on the

“to obtain from Gen. Huerta, of Mex- 
ico, and his adherents the fullest recogni- 
tion of the rights and dignity of the 
States.” This approval was 
voiced by joint resolution approved April 
22, 1914. 

In execution of the President’s Mexican 
policy, United States marines and sailors 
were landed at Vera Cruz April 21, the 
day before congressional approval. As 
a result of this occupation a number of 
complaints were made by local residents 
in regard to the destruction of property. 

The Vera Cruz Terminal] Co. filed 
claim for $114,154 for use of the com- 
pany’s properties by the American forces. 
One Valentino Perez filed a claim for in- 
jury which deprived him of the use of an 
arm. The claims included destruction 
of merchandise, principally liquor, food- 
stuffs and furniture. The claims now 
amount to $45,518, and the President has 
repeated his.request that the amount be 
appropriated by Congress to get the mat- 
ter out of the way ‘“‘without reference to 
the legal liability of the United States in 
the premises.’’ 

Congress should make the necessary 
appropriation and close the chronicle of 
the second war of the United States 
against Mexico. The affair at Vera Cruz 
cost the lives of several American mc- 
rines and accomplished nothing. Gen. 
Huerta never saluted the American flag 
or otherwise’ paid any attention to the 
demand that he should “recognize the 
rights and dignity of the United States.” 
It is worth paying $45,518 to forget 
this record.

FOREIGN RIGHTS IN MEXICO. 

The reply of the Mexican government 
to the note recently forwarded by the 
United States has been received, and it 
is said that the two governments have 
reached a deadlock. The United States 
holds that the legislation enacted by the 
Mexitan congress is retroactive, and if 
literally enforced will deprive Americans 
of their legally acquired property in 
Mexico—property which was acquired 
before the adoption of the constitution 
of 1917. Apparently American citizens 
who have gone to Mexico and made their 
homes, complying with all the laws and 
investing their all, are to be thrust out. 

President Calles asserted a few days 
ago that the United States was prejudg- 
ing the case. He hinted that the actual 
application of the law would not have a 
retroactive effect, but he did not say so 
positively. His remarks carried the in- 
ference that regulations would be. issued 
which would make the law different in 
application from what its language pro- 
vides. 

This juggling with the law is foreign 
to the American spirit—as foreign as if 
the controversy were in Thibet instead 
of across the Rio Grande. Americans are 
not in a position to know how much the 
executive in Mexico can modify the laws. 
That he can do so has been proved many 
times. Whether or not Mr. Calles will 
protect Americans and other foreigners 
remains to be seen. Still more dubious 
is the question of protection after Calles 
shall have passed from the scene. Ap- 
parently, the United States is confronted 
with the alternative of relying upon the 
President of Mexico to nullify his own 
laws in protecting Americans, or insist- 
ing that the laws themselves shall be so 
modified as to eliminate their retroactive 
and confiscatory character.

Already Congress has ratified the ac- 
tion of the foreign war debt commission 
in refunding or settling six of the foreign 
debts owing the United States, the re- 
funded total being about $5,020,000,000. 
All of these refunding agreements cal] 
for the payment of fixed sums annually 
for 62 years, with an average interest of

National credit is as important as 
private credit. No nation can get along 
by means of the cash-payment plan. The 
operations of nations are too large and 
involve too much money. The sources of 
revenue to a government are somewhat 
uncertain, usually slow, and too often 
contested. Nations must borrew,-even in 
times of peace, to anticipate taxes and 
other revenue. Thus credit is absolutely 
necessary. - Without credit, Europe’s 
business with the United:States will be 
small indeed. 

There is no good reason why every one 
of the refunding agreements made by the 
debt commission should not be ratified 
speedily. If any agreement should be 
rejected by Congress it is more than 
probable that the action will be seized 
upon by the debtor nation as an excuse 
for total repudiation. It is far better for 
the United States to make the best of a 
bad bargain than to run the risk of get- 
ting nothing. 4 
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A DELUGE OF WORDS. 


A new terror is about to be unleashed 
on society, if the findings of Prof. Harry 
Franklin Covington, of the public speak- 
ing department of Princeton university, 
regarding the increase in the vocabulary 
of the students, are even approximately 
correct. Basing his conclusions on the 
100-word. “recognition test” devised by 
Prof. L. M. Terman, of the psychology de- 
partment of Leland Stanford university, 
Prof. Covington avers that in ten years 
the average upper classman at Princeton 
has added 1,000 words to his equipment 
in English. In 1916, he says, the average 
junior or senior had a mastery over 15,- 
500 words, whereas, in the present year 
of grace, the figure has gone up to 16,500. 

At this rate of progress,-it is alarming 
to think what inoffensive citizens of the 
future may have to endure at the hands, 
or rather from the tongues, of newly- 
fledged university graduates. According 
to Prof. Covington, the average reading 
vocabulary for an educated person is 13,- 
000 words. Most people would be inclined 
to think that this is somewhat of an over- 
calculation, but if one assumes that the 
number given is substantially correct, one 
is faced at once with the astounding fact 
that the supposedly “educated person” 
lags already by 3,500 words behind the 
young college man, and is bound to lag 
still more with the advance of time, un- 
less he or she takes extra pains to re- 
move the handicap by earnest application 
in the direction of making up the leeway. 
Tn fact, one would not be surprised to 
learn that, in some occult manner, the 
dictionary makers had some finger in the

has been adopted for Piccadilly, 
from the famous Circus to Hyde 
Park corner. 

London will not adopt New 
York’s graceful metal watch town- 
ers, for all the space in this main 
artery is needed for the increasing 
number of automobiles, but signal 
lights, controlled by an officer in 
Piccadilly Circus or at the inter- 
section of St. James street, will stop 
and start traffic simultaneously all 


along the street. 


This is only one of the many in- 
novations adopted to relieve the 
congestion of London’s narrow and 
irregular streets. In the larger 
squared and circuses the one-way 
movement of traffic has been adop- 
ted, with great success from the 
standpoint of everyone but the 
pedestrian.

Prosperity Bureau,’’ a municipal 
organization which is arranging a

The first prize will be a crystal 


cup specially cut and 500 francs. 
There will be twelve other prizes 
consisting of specimens of Rheims’ 
only flourishing industry——that 
which furnishes the subject mat- 
ter for the songs. 


The pitehass of American mili- 
tary supplies left in France after 
the war has turned out a very 
poor stroke of business for France. 
The amount France has received 
by selling these stocks is officially 
stated to be 3,309,594,000 francs. 
This figure cannot be regarded as 
final, as there are still a few sales 
to be effected and some accounts 
to be checked. 

It is difficult to 
sum with the price that France 
undertook to pay, $400,000,000, 
as the sales have been spread over

fen academic years, which has 
sit been made public. 

In five years the registration of | 
law students, all of whom are tak-| 
ing full courses leading to the bach- | 
elor’s degree in three years and-| 
graduate degrees in an additional 
vear, has more than doubled. This | 
is considered even remarkable, be-' 
cause all of the classes of law at) 
that institution are held in the late 
afternoons and evenings, at hours 
convenient for employes of the gov- 
ernment and of local commercial | 
concerns. With the exception of) 
students who are taking vocational | 
courses under the supervision of | 
the veterans’ bureau, virtually all | 
of those registered, both men and | 
women, are self-supporting, thus) 
maintaining themselves in their 
school work by their own efforts. 

During the academic year of 
1919-20. the first normal school 
year following the world war, the’ 
total registration at the law school | 
Was 361, which was a decided 
crease over previous years. 
following year the enrollment in- 
creased to 391, and in 1921-22 it 
showed the biggest gain in the hig- | 
tory of the law school, 601, 210 
more than the preceding vear. The 
mext year the attendance increased 
to 669, and last year to a new rec- 
ord of 737. ‘With more students 
expected when the spring term be- 
gins in April, it is conservatively 
estimated that more than 800 will 
have enrolled before the end of this 
year, there now being 871 regis- 
tered to date.

What comes forth clearest is this 
certainty, this joy, that an American 
Playwright knows and loves the un- 
elaborated language of his country. 
This language has both color and 
form; it can be passionate or cold: 
it can be soft or brittle, but it is 
always pure—it is always Anglo- 
Saxon. Prose it is in the truest 
sense, but prose written by a poet's 
hand. There are other writers, in- | 
deed, who value prose and give to | 
it the spiritual significance of po- 
etry. James Branch Cabell is such 
a one; and Donn Byrne is another. 
But these are not writers of plays. 
Of all the playwrights of America, 
Eugene O'Neil has shown the most 
fully the splendid dignity of simple 
prose. His characters speak with | 
the characteristic idioms of their | 
native tongue, but in a _ definite 
stylized form; a form, by the way, 
Which reminds one of the rythmical 
cadences of the King James Bible. 

Besides agreeing about Eugene | 
O’Neil's use of language, we also 
are agreed that he is a poet of the 
réalistic. This is unusual. His 
dreams are weird dreams often- 
times, it is true, and he delights in 
strange aspects of his characters, 
but he is always at his best when 
dealing with realism. Being a poet 
he shows us the unreal through | 
this realism. Or maybe it is the 
reverse! Maybe it is the real that 
is behind this existence of ours, and | 
that what we live after all, in | 
truth, illusion. 

At any rate. O'Neil, 
successful when he tries 
poetic characters realistic, is, on the | 
other hand, marvelously successful 
in showing the poetry which lies in | 
the souls of his realistic characters. | 
As Masefield found poetry not in| 
the queens and kingly but rather | 
in the spurned, the stoker of steam- | 
ers, the man with the clout, so has 
O'Neil found it in the lowly rather | 
than in the great. He can hardly | 
be called an optimistic poet: it is 
true. But we can say that he has | 
found a beauty in the depths of | 
the souls of murderers, of despoil- | 
ers, of men whom most poets have 
passed by, so busy have they been 
in gazing upwards to the stars. Be- | 
cause he sees this beauty so clearly 
he is a universal poet. London, 
Paris, Berlin, Prague, Cologne, 
Tokyo, Vienna, Stockholm, Calcutta, | 
Bombay, Shanghai, Honolulu, Mos- 
cow—names si ithat conjure up 
Strange lands and peoples, mighty 
city’s names that encircle the earth 
~—all have had productions of this 
American .playwight, this poet, and 
have praised him with their | 
of tongues. 

‘“‘The Great God Brown,”’ the lat- 
est work from his pen, is told in a 
manner that is an innovation in the 
theaters. For its plot is developed 
through the use of masks which the 
‘actors put on or -take off to de- 
note various changes and conflicts 
in character or personality. The 
Greeks, it is true, used masks free- 
ly but only to show changes of emo- 
tion or to intensify the expression 
of physical suffering. In ‘‘The Great 
God Brown,” however, the mask is 
used to illustrate the Jekyll and 
Hvde personality which every man 
has. Some critics have stated that 
Mr. O'Neil could have achieved the 
same results without resorting to 
the artificiality of masks, but per- 
sronally this technical innovation I 
found useful and often dramatically 
effective. 

A dramatic result wase obtained 
Dion, the dreamer, whose 
dreams he could never realize, took 
off his mask of cynicism (which he 
had made to hide his limitations), 
and spoke to it as to another per- 
son. It was also effective when he 
removed the mask to bare to the 
girl he loved his inner soul and she, 
looking upon his naked face, saw 
only a strange being that frighten- 
ed her.

Of Memorizing Music 


Music lovers and concert goers 
who marvel at the technique of Fritz 
Kreisler, the famous violinist, who

Once engraved, that 
disc will reproduce its record for a 
number of years. If the memory 
gets a little blurred, I clean it up, 
freshen it, and it is there for an- 
other long time.” .

He has 
often memorized a concerto on a

HROUGH the efforts of Cather- 
T ine C. Critcher there will be 
on view at the Arts club, be- 
ginning today, an exhibition of the 
work of a group of Taos artists. 
The policy adopted by the club 
to have each member of the arts 
committee be responsible for one 
or two exhibitions during the year 
has proved an excellent one, and 
has resulted in a varied and un- 
usual showing of art, Miss Critcher 
has for three years been a member 
of the Taos Society of Artists, the 
only woman member of that group. 
Taos, a day’s journey overgthe 
mountains by coach from Santa Fe, 
has been put on the map by a 
group of American artists who so- 
journ in the primitive little town 
for sheer love of art and the West. 
No one ever heard of Taos until 
not many years ago, when a sin- 
gularly vigorous and unusual group 
of paintings made their appearance 
in an exhibition in New York, and 
by the original quality of the work 
presented, attracted the attention | 
of the art world and has continued | 
to hold its attention by reason of | 
the steadily maintained quality of 
the painting of the group.

Secretary of Commerce; a commit- | 
tee of citizens, and a permanently! 
employed commission. 

The first suggestion has the dis- | 
advantage of placing unusual pow- 
er in the hands of one person, Lut | 
has the advantage of undivided au- | 
thority. The second has the disad- 
vantage of placing great responsi- 
bility upon citizens who may not be 
qualified, or whose interest may 
not be sufficient. If employed in 
an advisory capacity to. the Secre-| 
tary of Commerce, it has the ad-' 
vantage of softening any criticism | 
which might arise from decisions 
by the Secretary, or of moderating 
decisions. The third has the disad- 
vantage of establishing another 
government commission, and would 
find objection in the minds of those 
legislators who are opposed to com- | 
micsioeas-in general. It has the ad- 
|vantage of requiring a number of 
minds to meet before rendering de- 
cisions, and if organized upon a 
permanent basis -Would undoubted- 
ly attract competent men who 
would give their whole time and 
attention to the problems which 
would be submitted to them. 

The Department of Commerce is 
paving the way for a fair and im. 
partial handling of future broad- 
casting licenses, through adopting 
the policy of issuing temporary 
permits for present broadcasting. 
Therefore, if a radio law is passed, 
whatever authority is created for 
the handling of radio problems it | 
will have a free hand in handling | 
the situation.

American, Canadian and Mexi- 
can broadcasters were off the 
A few cases of these stations ‘not 
observing the silence period were 
reported, but these were accidental 
for- the most part. On the whole 
the air was clear—for reception of 
foreign stations and bloopers. 

The result was that radiating re- 
ceivers of every kind and descrip- 
tion filled the air. In the larger 
cities practically no foreign recep- 
tion wads to be had. Poorly operat- 
ed receivers were largely responsi- 
ble. Regenerative sets were not 
alone to blame. Regenerative séts 
are easy to make bloop, but other 
sets are likewise offenders when 
not handled properly by the owner. 

Many people have the mistaken 
idea that regeneration means radi- 
ation. Regeneration and radiation 
are not synonymous. 

A radio set may contain regener- 
ation in its circuit without offending 
by radiating. On the other hand, 
a so-called non-regenerative' re- 
ceiver may be, and frequently is, a 
most violent offender from radia- 
tion, <A radio set radiates——some- 
times improperly called ‘‘reradi- 
ates’’--when ~the tube directly or 
magnetically connected to the 
antenna, oscillates and causes the 
antenna likewise to oscillate and 
give off energy. 

While it is true that a_ single 
circuit regenerative receiver, having 
the detector directly connected to 
the antenna, can be made to radi- 
ate, no signals can be received while 
the tube is in a state of oscillation 
or- radiation. Such sets generally 
use very low “B’”’ battery poten- 
tials, thus reducing the power of 
radiation to a minimum, and fur- 
thermore,.the control of oscillations

lis directly in the hands of the user, 


and with reasonably proper use, 
such sets cause but little inter- 
ference, and only in a comparatively 
small short radius, On the other 
hand, many of the so-called non- 
regenerative tuned radio frequency 
sets, although perfectly balanced in 
the factory for certa types of 
tubes and at certain wave lengths, 
become the worst possible offenders 
—miniature broadcasting stations 
in effect, having high ‘‘B’’ battery 
potentials on the first radio fre- 
quency tube, and using tubes for 
which the set.was not designed, 

An ideal combination is a circuit 
wherein a muffler tube is used 
between a regenerative tube and the 
antenna. Thus regeneration can be 
used in a receiving set without any 
radiation,

OVEN-ROASTED CHICKEN 
CAN BE WELL BROWNED 


Pastry Waffles Made at Table 
Are Dessert When Served 
With Honey. 


By SARAH E. DUNN. 

A dinner of delicacies. daintily 
served, is very good for one’s 
morale occasionally. It supplies a 
sufficient variety to the usual and 
thereby invokes optimism which 
would never otherwise occur... Such 
is the following menu for which the 
recipes and directions for cooking 
electrically are given: 

Cream of Celery Soup 

Roast Chicken Sweet Potatoes

soup may easily be 
the outside stalks of table 
celery. I save the stalks for several 
days, then cut them up and cook 
them with the necessary amount of 
water. When cooked I cream the 
liquid by using about two table- 
spoonfuls of flour mixed with a 
cupful of milk which for richness 
may contain half cream. Then I 
season the soup to taste and serve 
it with a tablespoonful of cream on 
each portion. 


Roast Stuffed Chicken. 


Singe and pick the pin feathers 
from the chicken, wash it both ia- 
side and out and wipe carefully be- 
fore stuffing. Make the stuffing 
from combining two cupfuls of 
diced stale bread, a tablespoonful 
of salt and one of chopped parsley, 
half a teaspoonful of pepper, pap- 
rika, thyme, sage, onion juice, one 
egg and two tablespoonfuls of melt- 
ed butter to which has been added 
half a cupful of hot water. Stuff 
and skewer the chicken, place it on 
the rack of a small roasting pan 
which has a cover, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. add a tablespoonful 
of butter and half a cupful of hot 
water, and put in the electric range 
oven, preheated to 400 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Brown the chicken all 
around, cover, and then, using 
‘low’ heat, let cook slowly.

In this day and age when every- 
one is constantly striving to make 
the comforts of home a reality and 
not a promise, considerable atten- 
tion is being given both to the num- 
ber and location of convehient elec- 
tric outlets. ; 

One of the first things to con- 
sider in the planning of these out- 
lets is the savings in footsteps to 
the housewife. Probably the outlet 
which stands out with this idea in 
mind is the dining room floor plug. 
This plug should be placed in the 
floor directly underneath the dining 
room table and by méans of an ex- 
tension cord and a three-socket out- 
let be attached to the table itself. 
This provides a means of connect- 
ing three electrical appliances at 
the same time just where they are 
needed. 

For instance, breakfast could be 
cooked and served without leaving 
the table, for with this table outlet 
it would be possible to connect an 
electric grill, waffle iron and perco- 
‘lator and certainly the convenient 
use of these three electrical appli- 
ances would enable one to provide 
a very substantial and tasty meal 
with very little effort and a con- 
siderable saving of running back 
and forth to one’s kitchen. Prob- 
ably the greatest appeal outside of 
the savings in effort of this partic- 
ular convenient electric plug is the

/meal times, especially on the after- 


noon the Ladies’ Tuesday After- 
noon Social club meets.

NEW SUBMARINE LIGHT 


[9 USED IN 3-31 INQUIRY 


Divers Find Lamp Capable of 
Giving High Power at 
Great Depth. 


MAY AID SEAPLANE WORK 


As the divers groped about the 
ill-fated submarine S8-51, sunk off 
the New England coast near Block 
island, they were aided in their in- 


vestigations by the new Westing- 


house submersible floodlights. 
Powerful beams from these lights 
made possible more thorough sub- 
marine invéstigation than ever be- 
fore. 

This new floodlight consists of a 
lamp sealed into a watertight base 
and a metal reflector, all of which 
is protected by a heavy metal guard. 
Due to the high conductivity of salt 
water, all connections are insulated 
by a rubber jacket. The lamp is 
of 1,000-watt? 110-volt, concen- 
trated filament type in a bulb of 
special pyrex glass blown to a pér- 
fect sphere. This bulb is able to 
withstand pressure at a depth of 
300 feet and in tests has resisted 
pressures up to 300 pounds per 
square inch. Being éntirely sur- 
rounded by water, the bulb is not 
subject to condensation of moisture 
on its surface, as happens with to- 
tally inclosed units, due to the in- 
tense heat. The metal reflector 
concentrates the light into a nar- 
row beam capable of penétrating 


|'water for from 25 to 35 feet. 


The new unit is the result of the 
combined research of the Westing- 
house Electric & Lamp companies. 
A Westinghouse representative was 


present, supervising the lighting all 


the time the S-51 investigations 
were being made. One application 
proposed for it is as a pilot and 
launching light for hydroplanes. 
From a depth of 25 to 30 feet it 
will cast a spotlight on the surface 
of the water that can plainly be 
seen from the plane.

RETTY Mrs. Katherine La Salle 
p Carpenter sat up in bed the other 

morning and rang for her maid to 
bring in her breakfast tray. 

As she waited, Mrs. Carpenter looked 
about her, on the becoming goftness of 
her pretty room. Yet, it way rather a 
good world she lived in, when a woman 
was young and beautiful, with a faculty 
for getting her own way. And perhaps 
Mrs. Carpenter rather felt that she fit- 
ted into the picture—young, beautiful, 
bringing her wishes to pass. 

As many theatergoers will recall she 
was once rather famous on the stage— 
played important roles on New York's 
Broadway. Later she married Samuel 
Emlen Carpenter, and won for herself 
great social distinction. 

After a time, when things didn’t 
please her at the Carpenter home at 
Ridgefield, Conn., Mrs. Carpenter sued 
for divorce, charging intolerable cruelty. 
She won her divorce, although many 
folks smiled at the charge of ‘‘intoler- 
able cruelty.” And besides, she gained 
the Sole custody of the 6-year-old daugh- 
ter. 3 
In winning her suit, as Mrs. Carpen- 
ter well remembered that morning, she 
had summoned the testimony of Elea- 
nor, her husband’s daughter by his first 
marriage, to bolster up her charge that 
Mr. Carpenter had used her cruelly. 
She had also named an old family ser- 
vant of the’ Carpenter’s—one Mary 
Doyle, as. having been unduly familiar 
with Mr. Carpenter. 

Mary was only a servant, but still if 
Mr. Carpenter had “eaten chestnuts” 
with Mary; if he had taken his meals 
with her in the kitchen instead of with 
his wife in the dining room; if he had 
given keys to Mary which should have 
been given to his wife, and had asked 
her for assistance which a wife com- 
monly renders, why—that was worthy 
of mention. And Mrs. Carpenter haa 
mentioned it. And, perhaps, these 
charges against Mary Doyle had helped 
her in her success with her recent di- 
vorce case. 

Yes, it-was a world in which a pretty 
young woman, who had brains as well as 
beauty, was sure to win happiness and 
her own way.

But instead another maid entered, 
bearing a legal envelope which crackled 
stiffly. Mrs. Carpenter took the en- 
velope. She hastily opened it.. She read. 
And then over her fair face swept a 
_blush of anger—or annoyance, perhaps 
of both. For Mrs. Katherine La Salle 
Carpenter had just realized that a new 
and very unusual servant problem had 
suddenly been dropped into her lap. 

Mary Doyle, the servant whom she 
had mentioned in her suit for divorce, 
was suing her former mistress for 
$100,000 damages. Mary Doyle was 
charging that Mrs. Carpenter had slan- 
dered her character to that smart 
amount. The only suit of its kind on 
record had just been filed, and Mrs. Car- 
penter realized that the last servant 
problem connected with Mary Doyle 
would, undoubtedly be the most ay- 
noying one of all—also the most expen- 
sive. So when the breakfast tray at 
last arrived she had lost her appetite. 
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“Clean off the mud with which you 
and your lawyers have besmirched 
me!” cried Mary Doyle in her suit 
against Mrs. Carpenter. “I demand 
it not only for my sake but for the 
sake of other innocent servants who 
may be as falsely accused as I have 
been.”

““Now I’m old style, I fancy. I never 
was one of these high and mighty maids 
who wanted every afternoon out for the 
movies, and posted a list in the kitchen 
of things I would do and of things [I 
wouldn’t. I expected to serve—and I 
did what my mistress asked me, always. 
Under the elder Mrs. Carpenter, I got 
along fine. She was a kindly and sen- 
sible woman, and she had regard for her 
maids. Moreover, old Mrs. Carpenter 
was of my own faith, and during her 
last illness we both got consolation from 
our religion. 

“Just three months before the senior 
Mrs. Carpenter died, Mr. Samuel Emlen 
Carpenter came home to live, with his 
new bride. Of course this meant more 
work for me, and I’ve known many a 
maid who has asked for a raise in wages 
when the family was increased by two- 
thirds. But not me. I would think it 
shame to do such a brazen thing.

EVERAL years \ago there passed away 
in Washingto a woman in her 
eighty-fifth year\:-whose glorious well- 


spent life linked Present day America 
with stirring civil war times and whose ro- 
mance touched the pioneer West. To ber 
last breath her tender words were of “Eagle 
Jack Logan,” her heart true to the end ~

her hero husband. When the word flashed 
over the news wires that Mrs. John A. Logan 
was no more, regret sprang in every heart, 
North and South, East and West, North, 
because of the service she had given to the 
Union; South, because of her loving sym- 
pathy for and kindly thought of brave Con- 
federate dead, shown in her suggestion for 
a decoration day when the goldier dead, 
whether they wore the blue or the gray, 
should be honored by a reunited America 
and East and West because of the enduring 
fame this woman had won as a writer, civic 
worker, philanthropist and patriotic Ameri- 
can. 

For years Mrs. Logan had been a pic- 
turesque figure in. the National Capital. 
Dressed quaintly in soft black or gray silk 
with a dear fashioned poke bonnet, the style 
of a grand old woman of America; deco- 
rated by kings and emperors for her services

to humanity, she was an inspiration to the 
younger women of the country, a beautiful 
type of American womanbood. 


Her great age had not deadened either 
her interest in progressive movements or 
her faculties. A friend of Susan B. Anthony, 
she had battled vallantly by her side for the 
rights of women; one of the charter mem- 
bers of the D, A. R. and many other women’s 
organizations and in the Navy league she 
had stood for national defense and national 
service. On the shelves of the Congres- 
sional library stood a number of books from 
her pen, brilliantly written and portraying 
the life of her period. 

But ever in her heart blossomed the 
memory of the romance that had glorified 
her life. It is one of the prettiest In Ameri- 
can history, one of the most loyal and true 
and touched with woman’s undying devotion 
either for a cause or the man she lorés. It 
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deserves to be preserved, especially as it 
contains so many lessons in these days of 
lightly contracted matrimonial bonds which 


are, with equal lightness, cast aside. 

To women of Mrs. Logan’s day the divorce 
court did not loom large as a ready remedy 
for the troubles, the undoubted burdens and 
disappointments of married life: These were 
surmounted rather by honest facings of the 
issues involved and an intelligent comrade- 
ship. "* Then, too, the American home existed, 
not the temporary inns that belie the name 
today. In her latter years Mrs. Logan wrote 
often on this topic. She tried to awaken the 
women of the country to the fact that their 
most precious possession was the American 
home and theirs it was to cherish and pro- 
tect it. 

Mrs. John A. Logan was one of those large 
families of the early nineteenth century 
which would have so delighted the heart of

that genius of America, Theodore Roosevelt. 
She was the eldest of the thirteen children 
of a Mexican war veteran, Capt. John M. 
Cunningham, and his good wife, who resided 
{in southern JJlinois. 

Accustomed from childhood to duty and 
service during the long absences of her 
father in military tasks, little Mary was the 
strong right hand of her mother, aégsisting 
with the younger children, sharing all the 
hardships and dangers of pioneer life and 
building character by her beautiful child life 
of thought and care for others. The eldest 
f thirteen children is seldom selfish. The 
younger ones see that this condition does not 
develop, and Mary Cunningham was no ex- 
ception to the general rule. 

In this school of practical things she 
learned the homely virtues of womankind, 
how to bake, brew and stew, how to care for 


house an@ farm and an intensive course in 
child culture besides. 


The Cunninghame were ambitious for 
their talented daughter. They did not neg- 
lect her education and, although old-fash- 
loned Methodfsts, sent her, after their re- 
moval to Shawneetown, I1l., where the father 
became registrar of the land office under 
Pierce, to the convent of St. Vincent, near 
Uniontown, Ky. 

The talented girl stood well in her classes 
and was a favorite with the good sisters. In 
1856 she ~osrupngir and returned home. 
Then romence cam®B and knocked at the 
door, introduced by her own father.

Government, County of Washington. 
or Anacostia and Still Not Be in the 
Federal City as Laid Out by L’Enfant. 
Some Interesting Facts About Our 
Capital City and its Boundaries 


OW old is Ann?’ is no more of a 
poser than “‘Do you live in the 
Federal Capital?’’ Most any one 
living in the Federal district, 

better known as the District of Columbia or. 

rather, Washington, D. C., would unhesitat- 
ingly say “‘Yes, indeed; and why do you ask 
such a foolish question?”’ 

As a matter of fact, a person”may be a 
resident of the. seat of government, of the 
county of Washington, of Anacostia and of 
the District of Columbia, but not bea resident 
of the Federal Capital unless residing within 
the boundaries of the city as laid out by 
L’Enfant, but which was extended to include 
Georgetown in 18%5. 

This little-known fact was brought out re- 
cently in an interview with Dr. William Tin- 
dall, chief of the information bureau in the 
municipal “building. Dr. Tindall, who has 
written several histories of the Federal dis- 
trict and any number of short articles on 
various phases of local history, is probably; 
the best authority in the United States on 
the subject. The doctor has been continuous- 
iv in the employ of the District since 1869. 
He was the secretary of Gov. Henry D. Cooke 
when the District was given a territorial form 
of government in 1871. When Gov. Cooke 
resigned and was succeeded by ‘‘Boss’’ Shep- 
herd the doctor continued in that confidential 
relation. When the territorial form of gov- 
crnment was abolished in 1874 and the com- 
mission form established the doctor became 
secretary to the board of commissioners. 
ft may be of further interest to know that 
Dor. Tindall. a civil war veteran, is one of the 
few men still with us who saw the famous 
fight between the Monitor and the Merrimac, 
und has made it the subject of a historical 
sketch. 

Just one or two more words about the doc- 
tor—he deserves several columns. 

The interview with the doctor was wholly 
uccidental, except that the doctor is. always 
‘good copy.’’ His fund of reminiscences seems 
to be unlimited, and while he is a most mod- 
est man, yet should one strike him in the 
humor. no more delightful companion in his- 
torical by-paths may be found hereabouts. 
The interviewer on various occasions: has at- 
lempted without success to persuade the 
doctor to write a story about the hectic days 
from 1868 to 1878——no detailed intimate his- 
tory of that period has yet been written. If 
the reader of this article happens to be a 
friend of the doctor, or is sufficiently in- 
terested in the history of the Federal district 
to Wish to know the real story of that day, or 
to have that interesting period preserved for 
future historlanms to ponder, the reader is 


urged to make the desire known to the doctor.

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66 RIGIN and government of the District of 

Columbia,’’ a government publication 
written by Dr. William Tindall (1908), on 
page 22 says, ‘‘The first official mention of 
ihe city by name was in a letter of the origi- 
nal commissioners to Maj. L’Enfant, dated 
September 9, 1791, in which they state: ‘We 
have agreed that the Federal district shall 
be called the Territory of Columbia and the 
Federal city the city of Washington,’ although 
they had no statutory authority to name 
either of them. The first reference to it by 
ite present name, in an act of Congress, is in 
the tille of ‘An act authorizing a loan for the 
use of the city of Washington, in the District 
of Columbia, and for other purposes therein 
mentioned,” approved May 6, 1796 41 Stats., 
i61). but the name does not occur in the body 
of the law. It is mentioned by that name in 
an act of Maryland, entitled ‘An act concern- 


. 
ing the Territory of Columbia and the city of 
Washington,’ approved December 19, 1791. 
The most explicit statutory application of 
the name by Congress is in the act of Feb- 
ruary 21, 1871, which prescribes that ‘That 
portion of said district included within the 
present limits of the citv of Washington shall 
continue to be known as the city of Washing- 
ton (16 Stats., 428).” 

This interview might never have been writ- 
ten save that Dr. Tindall is now attempting to 
persuade Congress to exact a law which will 
give the ‘‘seat of government” one name in- 
stead the several it now has. The doctor

would give the Federal 
the “City of Washington, in 
Columbia” 

“The object of the bill,”” Dr. Tindall said. 
‘in naming the seat of government of the 
United States, is to give a uniform name to 
the seat of government In which separate 
areas now bear different statutory Dames, and 
at the same time to retain for the entire area 
the names now applied to it by popular usage. 

“At the present time therg are one consti- 
tutional and two statutory-Gesignations of the 
entire area of the seat of government of the 
United States and a separate statutory name 
for each of the two different parts of the area. 
The entire area is designated by a provision 
in the eighth section of the first article of 
the Constitution, ‘The seat of goverument of 
the United States.’ It is designated ‘The 
county of Washington’ by the act of Con- 
gress approved February 27, 1801 (2 Stat 
105), and as ‘The District of Columbia’ by the 
act of Congress June 11, 1878 (20 Stat., 102). 

“Separate and distinct sections of that area 
are designated, respectively, Anacostia, by an 
act of Congress approved April 22, 1886 (24 
Stat., 14), and, ‘The city of Washington, the

Federal Capital,’ by an aci of Congress ap- 
proved February 11, 1895 (28 Stat., 650). 

“Hence there is at the seat of government 
the following series of either constitutional 
or statutory territorial designations: 1. The 
seat of governMent of the United States: 2. 
The county of Washington: 3. The city of 
Washington, the Federal. Capital; 4..Ana- 
costia; 5. The District of Columbia.

pee as first. second and fifth are territorially 

coterminous. 
at the southern terminus of the Mastern 
branch bridge at Eleventh street southeast. 
The third comprises the territory which prior 
to February 11, 1895, was embraced within 
the borders of Georgetown andthe original 
city of Washington, and, according to the last- 
named act, is the ‘Federal Capital’'—-what- 
ever the Federal capital is, as its specific and 
distinctive characteristics have never been de- 
fined by law. 

“The city of Washington is, therefore. only 

that part of the seat of government of the 
United States that was laid out in streets, lots 
and reservations by the commissioners ap- 
pointed by President. Washington under the 
authority of a clause in the act of Congress, 
entitled ‘An act establishing the temporary 
aud permanent seat of government of the 
United States,’ approved July 16, 1790 (11 
Stat.. 130). 
__ oFT area of the city of Washington so es- 
iablished and designated ‘The Federal Capi- 
tel,’ covers 6.654 acres of the 44,520 acres 
of the entire seat of government, thus leav- 
ing outside of the ‘City of Washington, the 
Federal Capital,’ 37.674 acres of the area 
of ‘the seat of government.’ Hence the in- 
congruity in designating that city exclusively 
as ‘The Federal Capital’ as the statute of 
February 11, 1895, above cited, does.”’ 

Of course the doctor did not recite offhand 
all these facts. as he makes no pretensions 
io being an adding machine or dictaphone 
record. On the contrary. he had before him 
a stack of books and, while turning pages and 
checking a sentence and paragraph here and 
there, he spoke of little incidences in the po- 
litical life of Gov. Cooke, of ‘“‘Boss Shepherd,”’ 
of the ‘“‘Feather-duster JLegislature’’——some 
humorous and significant. others not so hum- 
orous, bui equally significant. Other side- 
lights, equally interesting and informative. 
concerned well known local citizens of the 
last quarter of the nineteenth century. Verily, 
Dr. Tindall is a storehouse of ‘‘ancient his- 
tery.” And not the least interesting reminis- 
ence was the picture he painted of the im- 
peachment trial of President Andrew Jackson, 
of which he was an eyewitness. 

“The county of Washington,” continued 
the doctor, when he finally found a certain 
statute of Maryland he was looking for, 
“which embraces the entire area derived from 
the State of Marvland and which is the entire 
present area of the District of Columbia, was 
created by-an act of Congress, approved Feb 
ruary 27, 1801 (2 Stat., 105). or more than 
nine vears after the city of Washington was 
first named. There can be no presumption 
that Congress did not intend to make a dis- 
tinetion between the limits ‘of the city of 
Washington and those of the county of Wash- 
ington, as the statute states. The law creat- 
ing the county of Washington has never been 
revoked.

sé N act of Congress. approved April 22. 

1886 (24 Stat.. 14), named a portion 
of the District of Columbia ‘Anacostia,.” which 
therefore is a communal entity as distinct 
from the District of Columbia as is the ‘city 
of Washington.’ and is not a part of. ‘the 
Federal Capital.” Neither of them has a cor 
porate nor municipal characier. 

“‘Congress.has consistently made a distine- 
tion. Congress, by the legislation hereinto 
fore cited, leaves no doubt that it has borne 
constantly in mind in enatting legislation af- 
fecting the local affairs of\the seat of govern 
ment, that the city of Washington is a distinct 
and separate entity from the county of Wash- 
ington, and there is a portién of the seat of 
government situate outside! of the city of 
Washington. 

“For instance, section 9. of an act dated 
July 1812, prescribes ‘Thai the board of com 
iiissioners of the levy court shall be, and 
hereby are, released from any cbligation to 
provide for the support of the poor of anv 
part of the county of Washington other than 
that part without the limits of the city of 
Washington (2 Stat... 773). 


People of All Kinds, Many Quite 

Interesting, Described by Writer, 

Who Was Living in Washington at 

‘That Time and Knew Them Person- 

ally—The Incident of the American 

Girl and His Holiness. the Pope, 
At Rome 


MONG the frequenters of my grand- 

father’s house in the years 1850-60 

comes rather vaguely to mind the 

form of a certain Capt. George W. 
Cutter. I think he was a government clerk, 
like most Washington men of the time; but 
I um sure that he was a poetarecognized as 
such by boyish enthusiasm, though not re- 
corded in any of the manuals of American 
literature. I remember very vividly the little 
volume of red with gold ornament which 
held his published verse, and I used to love 
to declaim his “Song of Steam:” 


“Ay harness me down with your iron bands; 
Be sure of your curb and rein; | 

For I scorn the might of your puny bands 
As the tempest scorns a chain.”’ 


Just a little while after writing these lines 


from memory I found a copy of the little book’ 


ut a second-hand book store in Washington. 
It is entitled ‘‘Buena Vista and Other Poems,”’ 
but on the back simply “Cutters Poens,”’ 
printed in Cincinnati in 1848, and has a steel 
‘engraving of the poet, a decidedly handsome 
young man in the conventiona] dress of the 
period. I have a vague impression that the 
captain gained his title in the war with 
‘Mexico, an impression borne out by the title 
‘poem and by the material of that poem, such 
as the warm, ewlogy-of young Henry Clay, 


son of the famous statesman, who was: killed 
at the battle of Buena Vista. There is also 
a vague feeling that, like the more famous 


poets of the period of romanticism, , Capt. 
Cutter did not live a very prosperous life and 
came to an unhappy end. All this, however, 
is very uncertain, and I should be grateful to 
any one who would put me in the way of 
finding out the facts of his later life. 

One of our occasional visitors was a youne- 
er sister of my grandmother, who in her day 
had been a rather famous person in Washing- 
ton society. Ellen Adair was one of the nine 
beautiful daughters of John Adair, soldier in 
the Revolution, id to Jackson at New Or- 
leans, governor of Kentucky, United States 
senator and representative in Congress. Ellen 
married Joseph White, a pioneer settler and 
lawyer of Qjorida, and it was while her hus- 
band was serving as delegate from that Terri- 
tory to. Congress that, popularly known as 

- Mrs. Florida White, she.was one of the bright 
lights of the Washington social firmament. 
She made the ‘‘grand tour” of Kurope, travel- 
ing with her husband in their. private car- 
riage; and there is an interesting legend con- 
nected with their visit to Rome. Like other 
legends, this has more than one version. The 
more startling one is that at the reception 
by the Pope to foreigners, instead of kissing 
the foot of his holiness as he passed‘by, she

remonstrated with and informed that 
privilege was reserved for those of 
roval birth, she replied that as a free Ameri- 
can citizen she claimed every right that ap- 
pertained to royalty, and that the Pope, who 
inust have been Pius IX, was so pleased with 
the audacity of the beautiful American that 
he not only ~kissed her hand, but presented 
her with a brooch as a souvenir. The other, 
less sensational but more probable, version 
is that she asked of those in charge of the 
matter a private interview instead of the 
usual public reception, and when informed 
of the restriction of that privilege to royalty 
she successfully pleaded her right to the same 
consideration on the ground of her American 
citizenship. The souvenir brooch appears in 
both legends, was often shown to her inti- 
mates and was at last devoted to the support 
(South- 
ern), of Washington, in whose foundation 
she was keenly interested. My memory of 
her is of a rather large, fussy o!d lady in her 
second widowhood, who traveled with a con- 
siderable retinue—a maid, colored, of course;

FRIEND of the family whom I do not per- 


sonally remember, but who was s0 much — 


talked of among us that he seemed to be a 
part of the home atmosphere, was the sculp- 
tor Horatio Greenough. He modeled a beau- 
tiful bust of the ‘“‘Aunt Ellen’”’ of the previous 
paragraph, which is one of the family treas- 
ures, and is, of course, a real work of art. My 
mother always guarded with reverent care a 
lithograph of his statue of Washington which 
Mr. Greenough himself gave her; and she 
used often to repeat the artist’s explanation 
of the peculiar costume, or lack of costume, 
of this figure, which has aroused so much 
criticism, and sometimes derision among the 
ignorant. As I remember it, his idea was 
that Washington should be remembered as a 
universal character, a man of all time, rather 
than of any one nation or any one period. A 
statue in the costume of his own time would 
be ungraceful, undignified, and worse than 
that, would limit him to the later eighteenth 
century.. The Greek sculptors would, of course, 


have represented such a personality nude,-

the form; so that there would be nothing to 


offend any modern prejudice, nothing to sug- 
gest the limitations of time and fashion; and, 
by the altitude and drapery, emphasis should 
be laid upon the simplicity and majesty of 
the character. 

How far the artist succeeded in carrying 
out this ideal is a matter of divided opinion. 
Dickens seems to have touched the subject 
acutely, when, seeing it in the center of the 
Capitol rotunda, where it must have con- 
trasted queerly with the realistic historical 
paintings around it, he remarked, while it un- 
doubtedly had great merits,.it had not yet 
been put in its right place.

On the Capitol 
steps nearly opposite stood, and still stands, 
the figure of Columbus (done by an Italian 
scluptor), who symbolically upholds the 
globe in his hand. Those were the days of 
the first beginnings of the national game: 
and we boys used to say that Washington

‘was holding up that right hand to catch the 


ball which Columbus was throwing, Others 
suggested that he was answering the ques- 
tion naturally arising in the minds of the 
spectators as .to what had become of his 
clothes by trying to point to the patent office, 
where in ‘those days his military suit of blue 
and buff was on exhibition. Such childish 
inanities aside, there can be little doubt in 
my mind:that the failure to appreciate this 
statue is one of the evidences of the lack of 
artistic feeling in America. It is a true work 
of art in a wisely adapted classical style. It 
well accords with the architecture of the 
public buildings of the same period, a style 
from which there was a revulsion of public 
taste in the seventies and eighties toward the 
pseudo Gothic; but to which, since the world’s 
fair in 1893, the judgment and. feeling of 


~ most of us has.swung back. The statue does | 


not have the. romantic appeal of a St. Gaudens 
or a Gutszom Borglum; but it is infinitely 
above and beyond the: most of the. bronze 
horses and horsemen, some of which deserve 
Borglum’s reported phrase of “‘clothespins on

NOTHER artist who was a familiar figure 
of my childhood, was Charles Bird King, 
the portrait painter. I remember Mr. King 
as a venerable figure with a long artist's 
beard and a kindly manner. He must have 
had a very pleasant way with little folks, for 
his studio, in one of the neighboring streets, 
Was one of our favorite resorts. The special 
attraction was a remarkable collection of me- 
chanieal toys, the kind that were operated 
by falling sand, and which delighted the 
child’s imagination with moving figures of 
wood sawyers, musicians, and other such 
charming people and things. Memory may 
exaggerate the reality; but I see Mr. King in 
my mind picture as standing in his studio 
quite surrounded with these toys, which it 
was his delight to set a-going for the pleasure 
of his little visitors. There was a gentleman 
of some prominence in Washington at the 
time, Who closely resembled Mr. King in per- 
sonal appearance, whose name was Lyon. One 
of the good stories of the time was of a would- 
be facetious person who made a bad break 
socially by introducing the artist to a stranger 
as ‘The King of Beasts.” 

Just about half way down ‘the slope of 
Thirteenth street toward the Avenue was a 
house which to me was a shrine of a mysteri- 
ous charm. I used often to be sent there

NOTHIER pathetic figure who used to in- 

terest my childish thoughts was Henry R.

Mr. Schoolcraft 
had spent a large share of his life in the in- 
vestigation of Indian customs and traditions, 
and had furnished much of the material used 
by Longfellow in “Hiawatha.’’ Indeed School- 
“craft’s “Myth of Hiawatha’’ had so much of 


the material afterward given to the public’ 


in Longfellow's verse that it was the oceasion 
for a renewal of the charge of plagiarism 


which Poe had made against Longfellow years : 


before. Of course there “was no question of 
plagiarism really in the affair. The poet has 
always freely used the material given him by 
the scientist, or the historian, or by any other 
writers, and Jongfellow’s “Hiawatha” was 
not so close to Schoolcraft as was Chaucer to 
Boccaccio or Shakespeare to North’s “Plu- 
tarch.’’

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Costumed Group of Singers, Simi- 
lar to Famous Wanamaker Choir, 
Became Established at Woodward 
€ Lothrop’s Department Store 
When Concert, Arranged for Ban- 
quet of Older Employes, Revealed 
Unexpected Talent

T was Monday morning, December 21. 
The first floor of Woodward & Loth- 
rop’s department store hummed with 
the activity of throngs of Christmas 
shoppers who, now that it was too late to 
“shop early" in the month, were doing the 
next best thing, and shopping early in the 
day. The spacious main aisle, above which 
eas appropriate Yuletide decorations of red

and green, was more crowded than F street. 
Customers were lined up at the counters, 
which, due to the foresight of experienced 
buyers, still. contained an extensive array of 
“gift suggestions’ from many lands. Every- 
one was engrossed in his own task. Every- 
one seemed happy witb the spirit of Christ- 
mas: that indefinable, contagious something 
which fills the air around December 26. The 
building was noisy with the incessant din of 
conversation between customers and sales- 
people, the constant ringing of casb registers 
and telephones, and the ceaseless jingling of 
money. The whole floor presented a pano- 
rama which might be entitled ‘Big Business 
at Its Best.’’ In the flowery language of after 
dinner speakers, the well lubricated wheels ’of 
commerce were revolving accurately, smooth- 
ly, irresistibly. 
Then something happened. 

On the balcony near the G street entrance 
an orchestra consisting of a piano, an organ, 


two violins and a cello, began to play churcb- . 


like music. Some of the customers in the 
back of the store paused in their purchasing 
long enough to note that a middle-sized man 
in choir vestments was waving a baton, ap- 
Directly the 
gound of voices in the distance singing the 
game selection played by the orchestra was 
heard. The music grew louder and came 
pearer, for a moment bewildering the cus- 
tomers as to its source. Soon the singers 
were located, however, marching slowly up 
the main aisie. Ali clad in blue and white 
‘\ weetments, they presented as pleasing a pic- 
ture as one would care to see as they came, 


a two by two, toward the balcony. Their music 


pans through the building, conquering all 
ether sounds. It was noticeable that the din 
* of conversation was diminishing, that the 
pinging of cash registers had become less 
frequent and that the jingling of money had

ers, in their surprise and amazement, 


fofgot their shopping and pressed around 
the marchers. The carol—for such it was 


that was being sung—took on added beauty 

as one stood still and heard the different

P to the balcony and into a specially re- 
served section back of the orchestra went 
the chorus. Still every one on the first floor 
kept watching them. Their initial selection 
was followed by another. A soprano solo was 
sung to the audience of shoppers. A tenor 
came forward for another solo number and 
it became evident that he was singing before 
a microphone, thus sending his voice across 
infinite distamces to an unseen audience whose 
numbers will never be known. Other carols 
quickly followed until the big clock in the 
center of the floor showed a half hour had 
passed although it seemed to the listeners 
like only ten minutes, when a final number 
was begun and the chorus commenced leay- 
ing the balcony. Again, two by two, they 
filed down the steps and retired along the 
main aisle in the same manner as they had 
come. Their voices died away in the distance, 
the orchestra finished playing, the radio an- 
nouncer “signed off’’ and the biggest achieve- 
ment of the Woodlothian chorus during the 
first vear of its existence had become a sig- 
nificant fact in the musical and commercial 
history of Washington for the year 1925. 

Still it was difficult to convince many of 
the customers that the organization which 
they had just seen and heard was not a choir 
from one of the big churches of the city, but 
a group of store employes—dgirls from behind 
the counter for the most part—-who had gone 
to the trouble and work necessary to put on 
a performance of that kind purely for the 
joy of the thing and without receiving any 
pecuniary reward whatsoever. 

To the public it seemed incredible. Es- 
pecially were they slow to believe that the 
man they had watched lead that 70-voice 
chorus with all the accomplished grace of a 
regular orchestra leader was a floor manager 
in the establishment’ they 
patronizing. 

It was all so new to Washington. To be 
sure many of the shoppers had read about 
and some of them had seen the famous vested 
cheir of the New York Wanamaker store, or 
the celebrated costumed chorus of Straw- 
bridge & Clothier which, under the able di- 
rection of Dr. Herbert J. Tilly, had made 
such an enviable record in the music circles 
of Philadelphia. But to have.a local store 
blossom forth, without any preliminary blare 
of trumpets, with a chorus which compared 
favorably with the long standing organiza- 
tions of larger cities, was such a surprise that 
it was some time before the public recovered 
its ability to voice its civic pride. But when 
‘+, did, Woodward & Lothrop was told thai 
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The soloists. 


Of even greater importance is the advance- 
ment which work of this kind brings to the 
employes. As has often been remarked, it is 
not especially notable ‘when a business enter- 
prise in which has been concentrated the 
energy, resources, and capital of an efficient 
commercial organization, succeeds along in- 
dustrial lines. Neither is it exceptional to 
have professional effort, backed by years of 
training, culture, and practice, crowned with 
success. But when a purely business estab- 
lishment develops within itself a group of 
people who as an avocation, take up some ar- 
tistic endeavor to which they devote a por- 
tion of their spare time, and succeed therein 
to a degree commensurate with the position 
of first importance which their employers 
easily hold in the world of trade, the achieve- 
ment is a thing worth writing about and al- 
most impossible of exaggeration. 

Entirely: aside from the merit of the work 
of the Woodlothian chorus there stands the 
fact that, through its weekly rehearsals and 
occasional entertainments, it affords the co- 
workers of that big establishment an oppor- 
tunity to know and enjoy the refining influ- 
ences of good music. If the chorus never 
sang outside the store, and never ‘‘discov- 
ered’ any one with a voice worth cultivating— 
by the way there have been several instances 
of this sort—its work would still be of im- 
mense importance. 

For music, as Otto H. Kahn has said with 
great enthusiasm, is an art in which every 
one can play an interpretative if not a creative 


part. It affords an ideal basis for the em- 
ployes of a large business organization to 
mingle and get acquainted in a way impossi- 
ble in the ordinary round of commercial ac- 
tivities, which as a rule keep every man in 
his place. 

Music is supremely one of the good things 
of life, and any instrumentality that brings 
it to the work-a-day world, which for years 
has been assumed to be too busy to appreciate 
it, deserves commendation. In a department 
store the improvement in morale among.the 
employes on mornings following the “sings”’ 
has been so noticeable that it has frequently 
been remarked by both the store officials and 
customers.

it was typical of their progressiveness to have 
taken the lead in this field, and when, during 
the remainder of the week, the well-wishes 
of the public were repeatedly received, the 
chorus felt that its work had been amply 


rewarded. 
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HE true significance of an accomplishment 


of this kind can be better appreciated 
when it is taken into consideration that it 
indicates an important step forward on the 
part of both the employes and the manage- 
ment of the house involved. It had not been 
so many. years ago—as a goodly number of 
singers in the Woodlothian chorus can tes- 
tify by experience—-when merchants con- 
sidered it necessary to keep their establish- 
ment open until 9 o’clock every night for 
two weeks before Christmas in order to prop- 


erly serve the shopping public. It is indic- 
ative of an entire revolution in store policy 
when a firm which once employed such 
methods cheerfully consents and approves of 
the use of half an hour two morpings of 
Christmas week for the singing of carols 
to the entire suspension of business in nearly 


_ every department on the first floor. 
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T was for this purpose of bringing about a 
desired emotional effect that music was first 
introduced into the Washington department 
store ‘“‘families.’’ Back in 1917, when efforts 


were being made on all sides to build up 
sentiments of enthusiasm for patriotic service, 
the local stores were requested to have their 
employes devote a few minutes before open- 
ing each morning to the singing of war-time 
songs. Every mercantile establishment in 
the District was willing to ‘‘do its bit” in this 
way. . 

In Woodward & Lothrop’s the employes 
would gather on the first floor about fifteen 
minutes before the store opened and sing the 
popular patriotic airs. 
instrumental] accomplishment. The services 
were led by William H. Starnell, a floor man- 
ager who, through years of experience as a 
leader of choir and choral organizations, was 
well fitted for the task. 

After several months the community song 
service assumed supervision over department 
store music. Instead of daily ‘‘sings,’’.. the 
program was cut down to biweekly sessions, 
and a leader assigned to look after the work. 
One of the men designated to supervise the 
singing at Woodward & Lotbrop’s was Lieut. 
Hollis Davenny, now well known for his in- 
terpretation of the part of Franz Schubert 
in the popular production “Blossom Time.” 
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At first they had no. 


William Brady and Mrs. Ann Crockett, as 
“Reuben and Rachael.” 


Lieut. Davenny originated a plan of competi- 
tion between choruses from the various floors 
of the establishment, a beautiful silk Ameri- 
can flag being the prize for the victors. The 
rivalry engendered by these contests aided in 
bringing out and developing the musical tal- 
ent in the store. 

There can be no doubt that the spirit of 
song helped win the war. Certainly it was 
a big factor in keeping up the courage and 
optimism of the people in the hours of dark- 
ness and days of danger. After the signing 
of the armistice the war songs died a natural 
death, carrying with them, unfortunately, 
much of the idealism and unselfishness which 
stood out as the one admirable characteristic 
of the years of conflict. 

Every other department store in Washing- 
ton dropped its song programs. But the ever- 
alert officials of Woodward & Lothrop had 
seen the atmosphere of cheerfulness that reg- 
ularly »revailed throughout the store after 
the ‘“‘sings,’’ and regarded it as too desirable 
a thing to be discontinued. Accordingly, Mr. 
Starnell was instructed to carry on the work, 
gradually changing over from the war songs 
to the popular numbers of the day, and, at 
Christmas and Easter, using appropriate an- 
thems. It may not be too much to say that 
the main reason why Woodward & Lothrop 
continued to have successful musical pro- 
grams as a part of the store routine was be- 
cause they had a,competent leader and or- 
ganizer, while, conversely, the failure of the 
other stores to keep up their ‘sings’ was be- 
cause they lacked a Mr. Starnell.' 
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DETAILED account of the “big occa- 

sions’’ enjoyed by the ‘‘F’”’ street store 
musicians is-~ unnecessary. Their orchestra 
became enlarged, solo numbers became a part 
of each service, and gradually lead up to the 
formation last year of the leading singers in 
the house into a costumed chorus which took 
the name of ‘‘The Woodlothians.”’ 

It was for the purpose of providing enter- 
tainment for the annual banquet of the Twen- 
ty Year club, an organization of those “an- 
cient and honorable” employes who have seen 
two decades or more service with the store, 
that the Woodlothians first came into being. 

It had always been customary for the 
amusement for that occasion to be furnished 
py hired talent, but the entertainment com- 
mittee last year, desiring to be original and 
at the sanie time show that the store itself 
possessed the means to produce an entertain- 
ment of its own equal to any that could be 
employed, elected to stage a colonial concert. 

The committee had confidence in Mr. Star- 
nell, who had put on affairs of this sort out- 
side the store several times with consistent 
success. It knew tlrat in certain individtials, 


notably Miss Charlotte Venneman, Miss Cath- 
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The Woodlothians as they appeared grouped on 


erine Travis, Miss Amelia Obendoerfer, Miss 
Josephine Demma, Mr. Granville Leaf and 
Mr. Charles Moore, talent that could be truth- 
fully classed as exceptional. In addition to 
these experienced soloists it was decided to 
build up a chorus of about 45 voices for the 
concert. Competent judges were scattered 
among the employes at the next regular 
‘“‘sing,’’ and those who showed promise were 
selected. For two months rehearsals- were

held in secret at a private house, for it is one 
of the traditions of the Twenty Year club 
that its entertainment shall be a surprise to 


the members. 

All this extra work turned out to have been 
worth the effort the night of the banquet, 
when, in the ballroom of the Raleigh hotel, 
the chorus, whose rich colonial costumes 
were as delightful to the eye as their singing 
was pleasing to the ear, put over a concert of 
old melodies beloved by those of mature

MANY HEROES OF “MAINE” 


STILL LIVING

But as these services ure going 
in honor of the Maine's dead, may 
forget that 22 of the-officers and 62 men 
survived the explosion, and 16 of these of- 
ficers and 39 of the men are still living. 

Further insight into the.condition of these 
survivors may be gained from the United 
States pension office where the mames of a!! 
these men who are not in the service are en- 
tered tor pensions covering all degrees of 
disability from the loss of a finger to total 
unfitness for earning a living. 

, Charles’ P. Galpin, the chief clerk of the 
Spanish American war division of the pen- 
sion bureau, is himself a survivor of the 
Maine disaster, having been one of the 
marine guards on board, and speaks with a 
broad knowledge of just how these men have 
been affected by the terrible ordeal through 
which they have passed. Mr. Galpin 
his own expereinces and condition as typical 
of those of many of the survivors although 
he Was not as much affected as the most 
of them. 

“The night of February 15, 1898,’’ said 
Mr. Galpin in describing the explosion, ‘‘was 
hot and sultry and I had» my hantmock on 
the port side of the ship out onthe super- 
structure deck. I had nothing to do after the 
Watch was changed. at 8 o'clock, so after 
walking leisurely about the deck for a time I 
turned in at 9:3 Ten minutes later the 
Maine literally rose vp out of Havafina har- 
bor in a column of fire, and then dropped 
back into the muddy waters, a smoking mass 
of wreckage. The detonation’ that followed

I found that the 
smoke stack had fallen over me and was 
resting on a 6-inch gun. ov the starboard 
side; That part ‘of the ship did not sink 
beneath the surface, so iD a short time I was 
out and not being. much injured. joined with 
others in rescuing our entrapped and injured 
comrades. : 

“Later on most of us were taken to Key 
West and there assigned to new duty. T was 
among those detailed to the battleship Texas 
and was with her when she bombarded Guan- 
tunamo and struck the mine that didn’t go 
off. But if the mine. had gone off it would 
have found me out ou the tep deck again, 
for l never went below except om duty. Mos: 
of the Maine boys are that way and to this 
day we all of us avoid being shut up in any 
place.. We want nothing but the soft thin 
air above us. 

“We survivors were a nervous lot of men 
aud orders were issued On shipboard never 
to touch one of us without first speaking to 
us. We. were shell-shocked, that was our 
trouble, but they. did not know as much abou;

“But then,’ Mr. Galpin concluded, ‘‘I guess 
we could not expect much attention when we 
proved ourselves still able and willing to 
firht. Take for instance my own- case in 
which records show that after having. been 
blown up on the Maine I served through 
three wars, the war with Spain, the Philip- 
rine insurrection, and the Boxer rebellion. 
And-now at the age of 46 my service in the 
marines is over and I have been given a 
pension for lumbago when it is not lumbago 
but the wrecking of my nervous system ion 
the Maine that is all that keeps me from 
being well advanced in a business career.’”’ 

Asked if he ever saw his comrades of the 
Maine, Mr. Galpin replied with just a touch 
of longing in his tone, ‘‘No, I don’t see any 
of them except occasionally when one comes 
to the bureau about a pension, which is very 
seldom. I wish though, he continued, that we 
could all get together -+once more. Perliaps 
we can some time. The railroads let us 
travel on such occasions for half fare but 
many of the men are almost‘in destitute cir- 
cumstances and would have to he provided 
with the other half of their fere also. Yes. 
I wish we could meet again. The officers of 
the Maine have been meeting each year for 
a banquet at the Raleigh hotel here in Wasbh- 
ington and_it means so much to them. Well, 
if I ever get rich my first acg will be to set 
aside a fund for an annual reunion of the 
‘Maine survivors.”

That is the slo- 
gan with which cer- 
tain wholly selfish 
interests in the 
State of Oregon 
have sought to ap- 
propriate to them- 
selves a part of the 
national heritage. 
By means of it they 
have sought to in- 
fluence public opin- 
ion in favor of cer- 
tain drainage proj- 
ects wherein obvi- 
ously the promoters 
are the sole gain- 
ers. These drain- 
age projects have 
meant the destruc- 
tion of the breeding places of an enormous 
number of birds. When bird lovers and con- 
servationists have raised a protest these pro- 
moters have gone about crying that what the 
State of Oergon needs is more babies and not 
more birds. They have demanded of the 
péople to choose whether they will have birds 
or babies. Neither the birds nor the babies 
have anything to say about it. As a matter 
of fact, there is no reason in the world why 
that slogan shouldn't be “Birds and Babies.’ 
Recently William L. Finley, a member of 
the Oregon game commission, a noted natur- 
alist and an indefatigable worker for the con- 
servation of wild life, was at my home. He 
told me the story of what already has hap- 
pened in southern Oregon and northern Cali- 
fornia, a tragedy of bird life almost unbe- 
lievable, that human greed might be satisfied. 
Here is the story as he told it to me: 


Bird Nurseries By the Square Mile. 


‘“‘Lower Klamath lake, on the border be- 


tween California and Oregon, once Was a nat- 
ural home for wild fowl. The tules, or club 
rushes, covered the waters of this alkaline 
lake as the firs cover the Oregon mountains. 
For miles around the border and far out into 
the meadow the floating tule roosts had 
spread, each year sending up a growth 8 to 
10 feet high, this dying down in the fall. The 
decayed vegetation formed a vast peat bed, 
in Many Cases several feet deep. On the float. 
ing tule islands bird multitudes lived. 

“Until a few years ago this lake was like 
a page out of the early history of our coun- 
try. It was thus we found it on my first 
visit there. In the thick grass we found a 
great variety of nesting ducks—mallards, 
redheads, pintails, gadwalls, ruddies and cin- 
namon teal. We found Canadian geese nest- 
ing, and on the hummocks in the marsh were 
bitterns, rails, avocets, stilts, phalaropes, 
killdeers, jagksnipe and others. Redwing 
blackbirds, tile wrens,’ yellow-throated war- 
blers, song sparrows, yellow-headed and 
blackbirds were in the rushes in countless 
numbers. On the tule islands were colonies 
of California and ring-billed gulls, herons, 
cormorants, grebes, terns and white pelicans 
—~-literally square miles of water fowls, 
enough to restock all the Pacific coast. A 

“Years ago the States of Oregon and Cali- 
fornia deeded the lake and its marshes to 
the United States, government. It was set 
aside as a reclamation project. When Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt heard that this re- 
gion was being ravished by market and plume 
hunters he created in 1908 the Kjamath lake 
reservation, | 
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Some of the Victims of Man’s Greed 


Birds or Babies? 


“In 1910, at the request of the reclama- 
tion service, the United States bureau of plant 
Industry established an experimental field on 
the lower Klamath basin, to find.out the pos- 
Sible agricultural value of the vast beds of 
tule peat. The substance of the report on 
these experiments shows that the tule lands 
at lower Klamath lake contain a quantity of 
alkaline salts and are unfit for crop produc- 
tion. 

“After the experts of the Federal govern- 
ment had reached the conclusion that the bed 
of lower Klamath lake was not suitable for 
agriculture some of the residents in that part 
of the country organized a Klamath drainage 
district. The idea was to dry up lower Kla- 
math lake and sell this land to farmers. The 
lake was dried up. A provision was included 
in the agreement between the United States 
reclamation service and the Klamath drain- 
age district under which the gates might be 
reopened to refill the lake bed if it developed 
that this was the wisest thing to do. 


The Cash Value of Birds. 


“The question at issue is whether lower 
Klamath lake is of greater value dried up 
and used for the planting of crops or whether 
it is of more benefit.to the people of the 
United States as a wild life sanctuary and 
nursery for an infinite variety of birds. The 
evidence shows that the lake should not have 
been dried up. Klamath lake reservation was 
a resource worth more than $100,000 a year 
to the public as a breeding place for birds. 
As the home of certain valuable fur-bearing 
animals; as a source of moisture. Some of 
the birds destroyed by the draining of this 
lake were of immense use in keeping insect 
pests in check. As a direct result of the de- 
struction of bird life an outbreak of grass- 
hoppers in 1923 cost the farmers of southern 
Oregon and northern California $200,000. 

‘In return for the drying up of 85,000 acres 
of lake and swamp land, that produced a very 
Valuable bird crop, less than 6,000 acres have 
been cultivated. Much of this land was above 
the old lake bed and would have produced the 
Same or better crops through subirrigation of 
the soil if the water had been left in the lake, 
allowing the immensely valuable bird life 
to remain. 

“As a result of the drying up of lower Kla- 
math lake and other bodies of water in south- 
ern Oregon great numbers of ducks during 
the fall season have been forced to seek other 
small remaining areas of alkaline water. The 
crowding of these waters by ducks has result- 
ed in the water fowl contracting a disease-—— 
perhaps alkaline poisoning——so that they have 
died in vast numbers. 


Dead Ducks by the Thousand. 


“Last fall on a small area of water just east 
of where lower Klamath lake formerly was 
many thousands of ducks died. Further east, 
on another lake, a game warden counted ai 


average of 25 dead ducks every ten steps for 


a distance of 4 miles. Get out your pencil 
and paper and figure what that meant. This 
was only a small part of the wholesale mur- 
der brought about by promoters who have 
destroyed the resting and feeding places of 
our wild fowl and other birds. . 

“A compromise has now been proposed that 
should be satisfactory to al) parties. The 
lowest part of the lake bed is an unused 
waste. It ro will be used. Enough water 
to cover about 20,000 acres of this waste land 
can be let back without interfering with the 
cultivation of the few thousand acres avail- 


able in the northern and eastern borders. 
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Tules and other water plants will again take 
root and give a resting. feeding and breeding 
place for wild fowl. Around the _ borders 
Other plants will grow and produce pasturage 
for live stock. The Klamath lake reservation 
may again be a living monument to Theodore 
Roosevelt, who created it. But if anything 
is done action must be taken, and that soon, 
by the reclamation service of the Department 
of the Interior, before the promoters get pos- 
session of this big area. There is no time 
to lose.”’

Thousands upon thousands of acres of worth 
less land is being offered to the public )) 
so-called reclamation .companies. A man is 
pursued by the law and fined for having in 
his possession a few birds more than a legi! 
limit in the shooting season; but promoters 
are allowed to destroy not only game bird 
but insectivorous and -other useful birds }\ 
millions. If this thing goes on as it is now 
going, the next generation will not know 
what wild feathered life is. Have these chi! 
dren no rights in the remnant of the ma! 
velous heritage which was America’s? 

Since the passage of the. migratory bird 
law I continually hear reports that there are 
more ducks than ever. It is not true. I! 
never has been true. There are more ducks 
in a few waters because the birds are being 
crowded in these waters by the draining 
of their natffral feeding and breeding grounds 
in other sections. Between the destruction 
of their feeding places and the merciléss 
three-month fusillade of pump and automatic 
shotguns the wild fowl] stand a small chance 
of perpetuating their species. What are we 
going to do about it? It is up to you, Mr 
Citizen and Mrs... Citizen and Miss Citizen 
The ears at Washington are held pretty close 
to the ground.

but enough raindrogs make a flood. Ask the 
secretary of the Interior to open the gates 
and let the water back into Lower Klamath 
lake-——at least enough of it to cover the whol 
ly useless area.

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ON FOREIGN RELATIONS 


The influence of the United States navy 
in formulating the national policies of this 
country has assumed a steadily increasing 
importance during recent years, writes Prof. 


Edward Mead Earle, of Columbia university, 
in an article in the February Current History 
Magazine. Prof. Earle reviews the history 
of the American navy in the light of its grow- 
ing diplomatic significance. ‘‘In 1880,” he 
writes, ‘the navy was in a state of pitiable 
decrepitude,’”’ a condition which was subse- 
quently gradually remedied until, with the 
advent of Theodore Roosevelt as President, 
“the nation unreservedly took its place 
among the foremost sea powers of the 
world.” 

The expansion and strengthening of the 
fleet resulted in the development of the navy 
as a diplomatic force. Frequently thereafter 
incidents developed in which the fleet 
gerved jointly as a weapon of defense and as 
a stern reminder to foreign powers that the 
United States could hold its own in case of a 
seg conflict, The outstanding achievement

in the latter field was the world cruise of 
the American fleet in 1907. This followed 
a grave crisis with Japan over the segrega- 
tion of Asiatic children in California schools, 
According to Roosevelt, as quoted -by Prof. 
Karle, one result of the impressive naval dis- 
play was that the Japanese press dropped its 
threatening tone ‘‘like magic.’’ The writer 
praises Theodore Roosevelt for his work in 
developing the navy. ‘‘Roosevelt,’’ Prof.

Jobn Alexander Logan was also a native 
of Illinois, born at Murpbhysborough, Jackson 
county, Ill.,. in 1826. He was a poor 
man’s son and in his official biography it is 
recorded that he had no schooling until he 
was 14 years old. Poverty must have been 
pressed very closely for this situation to have 
developed, but the versatile and eager mind 
of young Logan made up for it when he got 
an opportunity at Shiloh college. 


Soon the Mexican war came and he served 
in it as a lieutenant of volunteers. There he 
met a captain, also from Illinois, John Cun- 
ningham by name, whose conversation at 
meals and after hours lingered on the charms 
of his wife, home and children, as fond hus- 
bands and fathers will talk the world over. 
His darling seemed to be his eldest born, 
‘‘Mary,” and Lieut. logan found his fancy 
dwelling on the pretty, fairy-like creature her 
father so vividly described. 

It is said that the father laughingly prom- 
ised his child to his lieutenant friend in mar- 
riage when she should reach woman’s estate. 
He was 12 years her senior, but when had 
that ever made any difference in true love. 
He told the father that when war was over 
and he was well established in his career and 
little Mary had finished her education he 
would come and claim her. 

He meant what he said, too. The war over, 
he began the study of law and graduated 
from Louisville university in 1851 and hung 
his shingle. Business came and then en- 
trance into politics as a Douglas Democrat 
and served in the State house of represent- 
atives. 

Now, that his feet were on sure ground, 
around 1865, his mind turned to his little 
bride-to-be.

“In 1860 Gen. Logan was reelected to 
Congress, and Mrs. Logan spent that mem- 
orable winter of tension and dread in the 
affairs of state in Washington with him. 
Scarcely had they returned home when came 
the news of the fall of Sumter and, in re- 


sponse to President Lincoln's proclamation 
convening an extra session of Congress, Gen. 
logan owas forced to. hurry’ back to 
Washington. 


“Mrs. Logan remained at their home in 
Marion, Williamson county, Ill., realizing 
more and more acutely the difficulty, even 
the danger, of her position in that community, 
which was settled largely by Southerners or 
persons of Southern descent. These constit- 
uents were thoroughly in sympathy with the 
Southern cause and grew more and more 
restive to know what Logan’s course would be. 

“His speeches in the House of Representa- 
tives revealed his determination to adhere to 
the Union, and when word was brought that 
at the battle of Bull Run, instead of remain- 
ing in Washington, he had joined Col. Rich- 
ardson’s Michigan regiment and fought with 
it all day, these people of southern Illinois 
were in a ferment of discontent over their 
congressman’s action. The day arrived for 
Gen. Logan to reach home, and so great was 
the excitement in Marion that all business 
suspended.. The adult population was about 
1,000, and every one of these persons who 
could get about the streets roved to and fro 
with loud declamations against any course 
which would drive them to fight for the 
negroes. It was Known that besides these 
excited but order-loving citizens there had 
been a large accession of desperate characters, 
drawn thither by their anxiety to join in any 
Sanguinary fray. Passion was at fever heat, 
and Gen. Logan, speeding there, was the 
avowed victim. Trembling for the safety of 
her husband, Mary Logan jumped into a 
buggy and drove to Carbondale, 22 miles 
distant, but the nearest railway station 
where her hysband must alight. Here she 
found his train had missed connections and 
would not arrive for some hours. Desirous 
of informing the populace that the cause of 
delay was accidental, she turned her tired 
horse’s head and drove rapidly back to 


Marion. Kvening had fallen when _ she 
reached there and the crowds of the day had 
been increased by numbers of farmers from 
the outskirts. The atmosphere was charged 
with the dangerous explosive of revolt. 

At first sight of her buggy the riotous 
crowds surrounded it and demanded to know 
why Logan had not appeared. After explana- 
tion Mrs. Logan, trembling with fatigue and 
anxiety, once more set out alone on the long 
drive to Carbondale, 22 miles distant. At 2 
in the morning the train arrived and Mrs, 
Logan rapidly reviewed the situation to her 
husband. ‘Very well,’’ said he quietly as he 
got into the buggy. ‘‘Now, Mary, you get out 
and stay here and rest in Carbondale with 
friends for a few days. If there is any danger 
in Marion I don’t want you to be there.” But 
Mrs. Logan was not of that caliber; she 
smiled up at him, took the whip and reins 
and started the horse. 

“My dear, I did not marry you to share in 
the sunshine of life and desert you when 
clouds gathered above us,”’ she said simply. 

This was her attitude throughout his ¢a- 
reer, troubled civil war days when he won 
military fame; his career in the United States 
Senate;: until that dark day after Christmas 
in 1886 when he died in her arms. 

Then came literary fame for his wife and 
her great civic and philanthropic labors. But 
she never forgot the love of her youth, and 
when her grandson, John A. Logan 3d, un- 
veiled the statue of Gen. John A. Logan on 
the beautiful lake front in Chicago, came a 
striking incident of it. 

At a given signal the child pulled the cords 
holding together the eight flags which had 
concealed the heroic figure. The crowd 
cheered and the child nestled closely to his 
grandmother and asked: 

“Grandma, was he as big as that?’’ 

“Yes,’’ answered Mrs. Logan, her mind 
flashing down the vista of their golden lives 
together while her voice choked with tears: 
“Yes; he was as big as that.’’

During Boy Scouts’ anniversary week, to 
be observed throughout the nation in Febru- 
ary, there will be special inspiration for boy- 
hood in the lives of Washington, the libera- 
tor, and of ‘‘Honest Abe’’ Lincoln, the man 


of the people. Both of them in youth were 
pioneers. Washington was a woodsman and 
surveyor ere he was 19; Lincoln was helping 
build his log home in the wilderness at 12. 
As pioneers, both were perforce practical, 
and yet both were the highest type of ideal- 
ists the world has produced. 

There need be no wonder, then, that the 
Boy Scouts of this land should place these 
two, America’s greatest patriots, upon the 
pinnacle of their ideals; and because they 
have done so, ] have endeavored here to 
draw a few analogies between their princi- 
ples and those of the Boy Scouts of America. 

Scouting has for its aim to give every 
American boy, of whatever origin, rich or 
poor, that foundation of character, initiative 
and courage; to supply right influences and 
leadership to boys from every station of life. 
The need is greater now that it has ever been 


in our history—and it is by no means re- 
stricted to class or caste. 

The denial of proper influences to hosts of 
our boys and the consequent lack of moral 
force is the evil genius of the juvenile de- 
linquency with which we are faced today. 
The rich boy is not more immune than the 
poor boy. The last century has set new 
standards for human progress and brought 
us countless blessings; but it had been bur- 
dened, also, with new temptations, and so- 
ciety either in the home or at large had not 
given the boy a square deal. It has failed 
to equip him properly to cope with the prob- 
lems of modern life. 

The boy is entitled to a square deal. Every 
normal boy, given the right direction and 
the right moral basis, will follow his natural 
preference for the better things of life, de- 
velop his eharacter and become a useful 
citizen of tomorrow. Scouting stands ready 
to step into the breach and throw its re- 
sources on the side of the boy in the battle 
of modern life.—-From the Designer Maga- 
zine for February.

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The new year sees much of the economic 
apathy with which a large portion of the 
world was afflicted after the war passing, if 
the export trade of the United States may be 
taken as typical. 

“Every continent except Asia,’’ says the 
department of foreign commerce of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States, in its 
review of our world trade, “increased its 


purchases of American goods during the first 
‘three-quarters of 1925, with gains ‘rahging 
from 8.7 per cent for North America to 29.9 
per cent for South America. While exports 
to Asia were off 13.2 per cent, this is a better 
showing than the 20.7 per cent loss at the end 


of June and the 25.1 per cent loss at the end 


of March; in other words, the Asiatic demand 
is on the mend. Wik 
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“Only 4 out of 26 customers whose Ameri- 
can purchases amounted to more than $290,- 
000,000 each bought less from us during the 
first three-quarters of 1925 than for the same 
period of 1924. They were France, Cuba, 
Japan and China.

Taking a purely astronomical point of 
view, it is surmised that this globe was once 
a molten mass... As it cooled off, the surface 
hardened first and consequently contracted, 
or tried to.

George Washington. 
(Winner of $2.50 Grand Prize.) 


Each country has its own great history. 
and in the history of each is found its great 
men and women, who are frequently called 
the ‘“‘Fathers”’ of their country. 

One of the greatest of such figures in the 
history of our country is George Washing- 
ton, whose life has been set as the ideal 
example of an American citizen for us and a¢@ 
we look at his picture or read a story from 
his life, if we are the right kind of an Amer- 
ican, we can not help feeling proud that we 
belong to this great country of which he 
was father. 

He was born near Bridges Creck, West- 
moreland county, Virginia, on the twenty- 
second of February, 1732, and was the son 
of Augustine Washington, a planter. It was 
there he probably established and developed 
that great characteristic of truthfulness 
which every one remembers. 

Unlike most of our Presidents, he received 
no college education, but became a surveyor 
when he grew up, and it seems very strange 
that the young man, who later became our 
President, was often sent on long journeys, 
many times on foot, to survey a tract of land 
and lay down on the ground for a bed and 
some bushes for a pillow at night. 

Later he became a soldier and fought in 
the French and Indian war. Later still he 
was made commander-in-chief of our army 
during the revolutionary war. 

In 1789 he was unanimously elected Pres- 
ident of the Colonies, and he served as their 
head for seven years ten months and four 
days. During that time he proved to have 
as great an interest in peace as in war, for 
the dream of his life was to see the East and 
West connected by a navigable waterway and 
the first step was made toward this in 1785, 
when the Potomack Company was organized, 
with Washington as president. After his 
term of office expired he retired to his home, 
Mount Vernon, which was built in 1743 by 
Lawrence, his half-brother, from whom he 
inherited jt.

The F ather of Our Cc ountry. 


(Honorable Mention) 


George Washington, bero of American in-- 
dependence and first President of the United 
States, was born in Westmoreland county, 
Va., February 22, 1732. He was the son of 
Augustine and Mary Washington. 

His father died when Washington was 10 
years old, leaving him to be reared by his 
mother. His education was limited to the 
elementary subjects but he acquifed a fair 
knowledge of mathematics and surveying 
chiefly by self study. When his mother pre- 
vailed upon him to abandon the idea of enter- 
ing the British navy, he adopted surveying as 
a profession, and at the age of 16 he was 
surveying land west of the Blue Ridge moyn- 
tains for Lord Fairfax. His life was a ‘hard 
one, sleeping on the ground at night and 
constantly in danger of being killed by the 
Indians. ' | 

His military career commenced at the age 
of 19, when he was appointed adjutant 
general of Virginia. It was at this time that 
Gen. Dinwiddie called upon him to be ma@s- 
senger to the French stationed at Fert 
Duquesne, where Pittsburgh now stands. 
After a journey full of hardships and perils 
he reached destination, where the French 
received him pleasantly, but refused to move 
from the valley. 

In 1765 he accompanied Gen. Braddock to 
Fort Duquésne as a volunteer and was almost 
the only officer who returned safe from the 
disastrous expedition. In 1758 he took an 
important part in successfully ,capturing the 
fort. 

In the meantime his half brother died and 
left him extensive éstates and plantations. 
To these possessions he added a great deal by 
marrying in 1759 Mrs. Martha Custis, @ 
wealthy young widow. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the revolu- 
tionary war he was elected commander-in- 
chief of the American forces. He was com- 
pelled by the superior forces at times to re- 
treat, and reduced to the most degperate 
straits of disaffection. He’ lacked men and 
supplies, but by his calm courage, firmness 
and perseverance he brought the war to a 
successful termination on October 19, 1781. 

He was elected President and inaugurated 
in New York, April 30, 1789. He served two 
terms, but in 1796 he positively declined re- 
election and on March 4, 1797. he returned 
to Mt. Vernon for the quiet of home life. 

‘On December 12, 1799, he was exposed in 
the saddle for several hours to the cold and 
snow. An attack of acute layryngitis re- 
sulted, he sank rapidly and died two days 
later. His last words were characteristic of 
his whole life, he said: “I die hard but am net 
afraid to go.” After giving instructions to 
his secretary about his burial, he grew easier, 
and died without a struggle. 
ed by the whole nation, and amply deserved 
the immortal epitaph: ‘‘First in peace, first.
